Food Costs Up At Record Pace 


WASHINGTON ( A P I - 


Supermarket prices climbed at a 
record pace last month, driving 
over-all consumer prices up in 
February at a rate not equaled 
since the Korean war. the 
g o v e r n m e n t 
r e p o r t e d 


Wednesday 


The Bureau of Labor Statistics 


said the cost of living jumped 
eight-tenths of one per cent on a 
seasonally adjusted basis last 
month, the biggest rise since 
February 1951 


On an unadjusted basis, the 


.surge was seven-tenths of one 
pei cent, the highest monthly in- 
crease since March 1969 


Prices of food bought in 


grocerv stores increased by 24 
pei cent seasonally adjusted, the 
steepest rate since the bureau 
began computing supermarket 
prices in 1952 The mam culprits 
were meat 
fish and poultry, 


which rose by 5 per cent in one 
month 


- The rise retlected the first full 
month undei President Nixon s 
Phase 3 wage-price controls, and 
White House officials predicted 
the situation will get worse 


before it gets better later this 
year 


"We shouldn't be in "the posi- 


tion of promising you a rose gar- 
den." said Herbert Stein, the 
President's chief economic ad- 
viser. 


AFL-CIO President 
George 


Meany called 
the figures 


shocking, but said they were not 
surprising 


"Every housewife in America 


knew what was happening." 
Meany said in a statement He 
urged Congress to insist on food 
price controls "from farm to 
market" as a condition for 
renewing 
the 
Economic- 


Stabilization Act 


The administration is against 


imposing controls at this time on 
raw farm products or tightening 
controls on food sold to 
processors and distributors. 


The February surge in prices 


pushed the annual rate of infla- 
tion in the past three months to 
6 3 per cent, nearly three times 
the goal the administration 
hopes to achieve by year's end 


On an absolute basis, without 


seasonal adjustment, food prices 
in grocery stores rose 2 3 per

With the exception of eggs, the 


BLS said most food prices were 
up substantially in February In 
addition to the basic items on 
grocery shopping lists—meants, 
fish and poultry—more than un- 
usual gains were posted by dairy, 
cereal and bakery products and 
fresh vegetables. 


This brought the government's 


grocery index to a level 13 1 per 
cent above a year earlier 


Although almost two-thirds of 


the increase in consumer prices 
last month was due to higher 
food prices, the BLS said price 
boosts tor tuel oil, gasoline, rent, 
property taxes, clothing and doc- 
tor's fees also were responsible 


Increases in these areas 


pushed prices ot non-food com- 
modities up by three-tenths of 
one percent and doubled the

House Democrats To Oppose 
Cuts In Social Service 
Plans 


WASHINGTON (AP) - House 


Democrats voted a policy stand 
Wednesday against proposed 
federal regulations that critics 
claimed would cut nearly $1 
billion off federal aid for soci.rt 
service programs 


Rep. Donald M. Fraser, D- 


Minn, a cosponsor. said the 
House Democratic Caucus un- 
animously approved by voice 
vote the resolution urging 
legislation 
to prohibit the 


proposed regulations by law 


Nixon administration officials 


have indicated the federal aid 
cutback tfould be about $300 
million and said the purposes of 
the proposed regulations are 
partly to carry out the $2 5 
billion ceiling on social service 
aid that Congress itself imposed 
last year 


Fraser and Rep Ogden R 


Reid, D-N Y , chief sponsors of 


the resolution 
contended 
the 


regulations would cut $900 
million to $1 billion off federal 
aid for child care, aid to the 
elderly and programs against 
drug addiction, alcoholism, men- 
tal retardation and juvenile 
delinquency for the fiscal year 
starting next July 1 


Their resolution, approved b> 


the caucus, says the regulations 
go far beyond the $2 5 billion

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IN PERSPECTIVE

With Gov. J. J. Exon's long awaited state aid to educa- 


tion proposal now a reality, speculation might be in order on 
the prospects of such a program in the 1973 session of the 
Legislature. The big question is whether out of the many 
proposals for increased state aid to schools, now numbering 
six. senators will be able to come to any meeting of the 
minds. 


One can understand the uncertainty that might prevail 


' by taking a look at the governor's proposals. Generally 


speaking, they are a departure from any of the other bills 
that are a part of our considerations. 


The governor departs most dramatically by offering a 


large part of his aid in the form of property tax payment 
refunds. Owner occupied homes and farms would get back 
50 per cent of the taxes they paid for local school support. 
Additionally, the governor would pump $32 million more 
into the direct aid to local schools, a figure that now stands 
at $35 million. 


* - 


Finally, the governor's proposal would give tenants a 


break by allowing them a rent credit upon their state income 
tax of from $25 to $45 per year depending upon their income. 


To finance his package, Exon proposes a hike of about 


40 percent in the state's sales and income taxes, going from 
2.5 percent to 3.5 percent on sales and from 15 to 21 per cent 
on the individual income tax. Another $20 million would 
come from the state's total $28.4 million in federal revenue 
sharing funds for 1972-73. 


The other leading state aid bill is a product of an interim 


study committee and the work of Sen. Jerome Warner of 
Waverly. Over a three-year period, it would bring total state 
aid to education to an estimated $150 million and call for a 4 
per cent sales tax and a 25 percent individual income tax. 


* 
The Warner bill does not involve itself with any property 


tax refunds. If we understand the governor's program, he 
proposes total spending in terms of refunds and direct aid of 
some $110 million. 


Thus, it would appear that the Warner program is a little 


more costly than the governor's plan. Even that is a hard 
thing to say for certain 
because total costs will ultimately 


depend upon total extent of property tax relief. 


Warner would rely on increased state aid automatically 


producing a reduced property tax. which it would. But 
whether the property tax would go down in amounts equal to 
the increase in sales and income tax is a good guess. 


The Warner bill in its state aid is equivalent to an 


average 20 mill property tax levy statewide. Thus, on an 
average, local school property taxes ought to fall by 20 mills 
if Warner's proposal were adopted. 


* 
But it is not on such totals as $110 million or $150 million 


_ that the state aid question will rise or fall. A total could easi- 


ly be reached by compromise within the Legislature. 


The hangup will come over the question of any increase at 


all. the formula for distribution of the aid and the extent and 
method of property tax relief. In addition to political con- 
siderations, there is a lot of validity to some of the criticism 
offered by Warner of the governor's proposal. 


But Warner's bill is not a perfect one either, if for no 


other reason than the impossibility of anyone drafting a 
perfect bill. Our prediction is for hard times ahead for all 
state aid proposals and possibly no change at all in the 
existing $35 million program.

'Understanding' Reached 


The University of Nebraska has apparently 


reached an "understanding" with the Legislature's 
Education Committee which would end mandatory 
student fee support of student government, campus 
newspapers and speakers brought to the campus 
from outside. 


Sen Ralph Kelly of Grand Island said the 


agreement should clear the way for the committee 
tn send to the floor LB362. which would be 
amended to still provide for the collection of fees 
on a mandatory basis for debt retirement and stu- 
dent health services. The prospects for passage of 
the bill on the floor appear to be favorable. 


It's not so much that the Legislature frowns on 


the existence of student government or campus 
newspapers, although it might not like what they 
do or say from time to time. Rather, it is as Sen. 
George Syas says: "It's the speakers — H. Rap 
Brown and William Kunstler. or whatever his name 
is — that gripe me." So, because of a lack of 
tolerance for views other than their own, some 


senators are grabbing for the biggest gun in the 
rack to indulge again in overkill. 


If the bill passes and mandatory fees for uses 


other than debt retirement and health services are 
cut out at NU and the state colleges, student 
government will go on, newspapers will still 
publish and there will still be programs with out- 
side speakers. Although the quality of these student 
functions will probably be seriously impaired by 
virtue of subsisting on voluntary support. 


But the next time a controversial character 


speaks on a Nebraska campus, the senators should 
not be dumbfounded. 


Nor should anybody else be dumbfounded 


when the Legislature resorts to yet another idiotic 
scheme to quash the free flow of ideas. 


Although NU spokesmen must necessarily 


fight for what they think they can get — in this 
case, mandatory fee support for debt retirement 
and health services — it's still too bad they have 
shown a willingness to compromise on the rest. 


A Matter Of Proportion 


It was not really startling to learn from a 


representative of the International Telephone & 
Telegraph Corp. (ITT) that the giant firm had 
pressured the White House and other ad- 
ministrative arms of the federal government to 
help it in relations with Marxist-leaning Chile 


ITT wanted the U.S government to bring 


various kinds of economic pressure on Chile to 
a\ert 
that South American government's 


expropriation of holdings there by the U.S. firm. 
There is the question, of course, of the simple 
propriety of this in and of itself. 


Is this the kind of thing that American business 


<md industry ought to be doing9 We would say that 
it is not and any administration that let itself be un- 
duiv influenced by such pressure would be subject 
to serious criticism. 


Our government ought to do what it can to 


protect the rights and interests of all citizens of this 
country in all parts of the world but it should be 
done in accepted diplomatic fashion, not in the 
manipulation of foreign policy. It is in seeking to in- 


fluence foreign policy that ITT went beyond the 
bounds of propriety. 


But beyond that, the case demonstrates the 


great potential for influence that is held by the 
giants of U.S. business and industry. There is no 
evidence yet that ITT was successful in bringing 
U.S. governmental pressure to bear on Chile but 
ITT did get to the higher administrative levels of 
our government. 


Having gained the consideration of high of- 


ficials in such a case as this, imagine the hearing 
ITT would get on a matter of domestic concern, as 
it seems to have done in some of its past anti-trust 
actions. What seems evident is that the prospective 
influence of such industrial giants is all out of 
proportion to that of most of America. 


ITT clearly represents a point of view that is 


not shared by all the people of this nation but how 
can that other point of view ever be heard? 
Influence in government is akin to bigness and that 
really leaves out the vast majority of the American 
people

I read with interest Cynthia source of documentation which 


Johnson's review of "Luther: A • reveals how his political thought 
Profile," edited by H. G. 
and outlook were shaped by the 


Koenigsberger 
(Mar. 15). 


Though her analysis is generally 
accurate and perceptive as far as 
it goes, she accepts uncritically a 
commonplace misunderstanding 
of Luther's relationship to the 
political world. From my recent 
study of "Luther and The Em- 
pire" (unpublished Ph.D. thesis. 
University of Nebraska, 1972), I 
believe it is possible to correct 
the commonly-held view that 
Luther lived in theological isola- 
tion. 


Though Luther was in no 


sense a politician or political 
philosopher, he was constantly 
concerned with issues of Ger- 
man politics. As theologian and 
reformer, he found it necessary 
to understand political problems 
which confronted the par- 
ticipants in the Reformation. 
Throughout his career, he con- 
tinued to pass judgment on 
aspects of imperial politics, 
using his religious perspective, 
historical knowledge, and legal 
reasoning to adapt the existing 
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WASHINGTON - Secretary 


of State Rogers has begun a 
quiet but intensive inquiry into

problem of protecting 


American ambassadors and their 
staffs in foreign capitals from 
the outlaws who are now 
terron/ing the diplomatic com- 
munitv 


This is now a worldwide 


problem. For the Arab terrorists 
are beginning to avoid the major 
capitals of the world, where U.S. 
embassies have fairly good 
st'curitv torces, and are concen- 
trating on less prominent 
capitals, where it is easier to kid- 
nap American officials and hold 
them as hostages for the release 
ot Arab outlaws elsewhere in the 
world. 


Some fairlv obvious protective 


measures have been taken, with 
the help of the C I A and the 
Pentagon, since two American 
diplomats were captured and 
assassinated recently in Khar- 
toum, the capital of the Sudan. 
More security officers have been 
assigned to all U.S missions 
overseas, and from now on, they 
will not only travel with U.S. am- 
bassadors wherever they go, but 
will also help protect their 
families 


Also, new bullet-proof cars are 


being provided for all embassies, 
and the U S government is 
emphasizing that security for 
U S officials and their families 
is the primary responsibility of 
(ho home 


Rogers has also been pointing 


out to these governments that 
this wave of kidnapping will 
never be stopped so long as the 
people who commit these crimes 
are permitted to go free. Of all 
the criminals involved in attacks 
on foreign embassies in recent 
vears, only one is still in jail. All 
the rest have been released, in- 
cluding the Arabs who survived 
the attack on the Israeli athletes 
at the Olvmpic games in Ger- 
many. Accordingly, Rogers is 
pressing for the death penalty 
for those engaged in diplomatic 
kidnapping, though this penalty 
is against the law of the United 
States.

These precautions, however, 


do not satisfy Rogers or the U.S. 
Foreign Service officers, who 
now head about 70 per cent of 
the 130-plus American embassies 
overseas. Rogers points out that 
protecting all U.S. personnel in 
all embassies is a mammoth job, 
and total security cannot 
therefore be guaranteed. 


Also, some Foreign Service of- 


ficers are critical of the Nixon 
administration's method of 
handling a crisis when American 
officials are kidnapped and held 
for ransom The policy is to han- 
dle each case as best the govern- 
ment can. but in general to avoid 
being "blackmailed," even if 
this means risking the lives of 
captured American officials. 
•• < 


Most foreign 
governmerfy 


holding prisoners the kidnappers 
want released approve of this 
policy, which is generous to 
them but not to the kidnapped 
Americans But Golda Meir, the 
premier of Israel, recognized the 
American government's dilem- 
ma when she was in Washington 
the other day 


This anarchy in the diplomatic 


world will not only g"5 on, she 
said, but it will probably get 
worse. The attacks are likely to 
take place in the smaller 
capitals, she observed, and it is 
not impossible that the wives 
and children of diplomats will be 
seized one day. Then, she asked, 
what will you do? 


Rogers' answer to this is that 


much stricter security measures 
will soon be in effect, not only 
for U S. officials overseas, but 
for their families as well. Ob- 
viously, there is no satisfactory 
answer to this problem, but at 
least this crisis in the diplomatic 
community should remind us of 
the service of these officials and 
their families.

Henry Kissinger gets all the 


headlines on the spectacular 
missions to Peking and Moscow, 
and the American ambassadors 
in London, Paris, Rome and 
Tokyo are fairly safe and fancy, 
but the State Department and 
the Foreign Service officers still 
have to deal with most of the 
drudgery of American foreign 
policy, and now most of the 
physical risks as well. 


Diplomacy 
has

transformed by the fast jet air- 
plane and by instant com- 
munications via the satellite and 
the computer, and the copying 
machines that distribute an am- 
bassador's 
dispatches quickly 


through the Washington 
bureaucracy. 


When the head of an American 


mission abroad reports 
something really important in 
his capital, the chances are 
somebody from Washington will 
be sent out to deal with it. The 
rest of the time, the ambassador 
is left with the routine dog-work, 
and the social routine, which 
may be more injurious to his 
health than kidnapping. 


Ironically, about the only 


place where an American am- 
bassador is reasonably safe these 
days is in the major communist 
capitals of the world. In Haiti, or 
the Sudan, or Austria, he may be 
kidnapped any night on his way 
to a birthday party, and held for 
the release of political scoun- 
drels thousands of miles away, 
and nobody here quite knows 
how to deal with this anarchy. 


Rogers can give them bullet- 


proof cars and more Marines at 
the U.S. embassy door, and the 
President can proclaim that he 
"won't be blackmailed," but this 
doesn't quite deal with the 
problem, and nobody knows it 
better than the secretary of 
state.

Moreover, it is wrong to 


accept the argument, as Johnson 
does, that the German Reforma- 
tion served to hasten the decline 
of the Empire. On the contrary, 
a close examination of Luther 
and the Empire from 1522 to 
1540 
sheds new light on the 


significant continuity of the im- 
perial ideal during the time of its 
supposed disintegration. It is 
clear that Luther intended to 
adapt and extend to the context 
of the Reformation the late 
medieval view of the Empire, 
which was shaped in part by 
Dante, Marsilius of Padua, Oc- 
cam, Cusanus, Celtis, and von 
Hutten. The new beliefs and 
altered circumstances 
of the 


German 
Reformation 


necessitated, however, Luther's 
transformation of the traditional 
view of the Empire into one of 
an Evangelical union justified by 
historical criticism, legal argu- 
ment, and Biblical precept. In 
fact, Luther's Protestantization 
of the concept of the Empire 
during the controversy between 
the Lutherans and Charles V 
constituted its high point in the 
course of Reformation politics. 
Luther's mature imperial ideal 
demonstrates, 
therefore, 
the 


secularization of thought and 
politics underway in sixteenth 
century Europe. 


As Johnson will probably 


agree, a fresh approach to 
Luther's later thought and work 
can provide a more accurate por- 
trait of the reformer and his role 
in the Reformation.

Pentagon Papers 
Stamped 'Routinely' 


LOS ANGELES (APi - The 


man who supervised the Pen- 
tagon papers study of the Viet- 
nam war said Wednesday it was 
stamped "top secret" routinely, 
with no consideration given to 
whether its information needed 
guarding. 


Morton H Halpenn also said 


the Pentagon papers was such a 
secret project that not even the 
White House or members of 
('ongress knew that it was being 
prepared. 


Halperin said it was "routine" 


lor a top-secret classification to 
be placed on any documents 
about the Vietnam war which 
were prepared for the secretary 
of defense 


Halpenn. a deputy assistant 


secretary of defense when the 
study was begun in 1967. added 
that then-Secretary of Defense 
Robert McNarnara sent orders 
that no one was to know that a 
task force was at work in the 
Pentagon trying to establish the 
reasons why the United States 
was involved in the Vietnam 
conflict. 


"This meant it was not to be 


revealed to other 
Americans 


either 
within the 
executive 


branch or outside the executive 
branch of government." 
said 


Halperin. 


Halperin read to jurors a letter 


written when the study was com- 
pleted in which one of its direc- 
tors called it history — "not so 
much a documentary historv as a 


history based on documents." 


Earlier. Halperin told jurors 


that while President Nixon 
awaited his first inauguration. 
Henry Kissinger summoned con- 
sultants — 
including Daniel 


Ellsberg — to a New York hotel 
to give advice on Vietnam 
policies. He was the first witness 
to tell jurors that 
Ellsberg 


played a role in advising Nixon. 


Ellsberg and Anthony Russo 


are on trial for espionage, con- 
spiracy and theft. 


Recalling his work with 


'Ellsberg. Halperin told of going 
to the Hotel Pierre where 
President-elect Nixon had set up 
temporary 
headquarters in 


December 1968. 


"Dr. Kissinger asked several 


people to come into the Hotel 
Pierre and work with him. Dr. 
Ellsberg was present during this 
period." said Halperin. 


He said he and Ellsberg 


worked on two "papers" on the 
Vietnam war — one listing 
"Vietnam alternatives" 
and 


another giving 
numerous 


questions which 
needed 


answering by military com- 
manders and agencies involved 
in the war. He said the paper on 
alternatives was submitted to 
the National Security Council on 
the first day of Nixon's ad- 
ministration and was the subject 
of the first council meeting. The 
questions in the second paper, 
said Halperin. eventually were 
answered in written form, and 
he analyzed the answers.

Rebels, No. Viets Cut

PHNOM PENH (API - Cam- 


bodia's Khmer Rouge rebels and 
their North Vietnamese allies 
cut two key supply routes to 
Phnom Penh Wednesday as 
political tension built up in the 
capital. 


Guards around the residence 


of former Prime Minister Sirik 
Matak have been doubled and 
his movements restricted. 


Matak took over the govern- 


ment two years ago during Presi- 
dent Lon Nol's visit to the 
United States for medical treat- 
ment and was often mentioned 
as a candidate for future high of- 
fice.

ears are not a desirable way to 
ship grain and some of the grain 
has spoiled. 


Johnansen was sent by the

Growing In Cars 
Johannsen reported that 


carloads of soybeans were sitting 
in the port area with beans 
growing on top of the cars.

million mining operation — 
perhaps even on Woltemath'8 
very land. But the same 
geologists mentioning possible 
$100,000 a year royalties also 
speak of "a 1,000 to 1 shot." 


At least enough fuss has been 


stirred up to crowd out mud as 
the main topic of sales barn con- 
versation. A 952-foot test hole 
quietly drilled two years ago on 
Vic's property, seven miles 
south of Tecntnseh, has suddenly 
become as exciting as women's 
lib and the price of pork. 


The possibility of mining rare 


earths from an unusual 
geological formation in Johnson 
and Pawnee counties appears to 
be in for definite exploration. 
Two major companies have been 
signing farmers to mineral tease 
rights and apparently have 
enough acreage to warrant 
further probing. 


Woltemath said be has had 


contact with four represen- 
tatives each from Molybdenum 
Corporation of America 
(Molycorp) and Cominco 
American Inc. After numerous 
sessions with each firm, he 
"finally broke down last week 
and signed on a royalty basis 
with Cominco. 


Could Hit Big 


"As I understand it, not more 


than three or four sections 
would be involved, and only a 
few fanners would benefit to 
any great extent," said 
Woltemath, 34. "But those few 
could hit big if it's found that 
mining is really feasible. 
Molycorp wanted an option on 
428 acres at five times its ap- 
praised value, but I feel mat's a 
drop in the bucket compared to 
what royalties might bring in." 


Although interest has been 


expressed to some 6,000 acres 
between Steinauer and Elk 
Creek, the main emphasis is on 
less than half that acreage. Dr. 
Vince Oreeszen, director of the 
University of Nebraska Conser- 
vation and Survey Division, 
which first discovered the for- 
mation, said its exact outer 
edges have not been defined. 


A gravity survey crew beaded 


by Dr. Marvin Carlson came 
upon the circular-shaped "Elk 
Creek Anomaly" during routine 
testing in 1971. The two-inch 
drilling was then made to a 
depth of 952 feet in cooperation 
with the U.S. Bureau of Mines. 
Core samples were analyzed by 
the UNL geology department 
and the Nebraska Wesleyan 
University chemistry depart- 
ment. 


Deeper Holes Needed 
Dr. Dreeszen said it is ap- 
parent that deeper drilling in 
several locations is needed to 
determine whether mining is 
economically feasible. But he 
speculated that the odds might 
be better than the quoted 1,000 
to! 


"ft is obvious that the mining 


companies feel the chances are 
sufficiently good to warrant in- 
vesting in exploratory work," 
said the director. 


Particularly 
exciting 


Woltemath is the comparison 
Molycorp officials have made to 
their huge rare-earth mine at 
Mountain Pass, Calif. The young 
fanner said he has been told 
repeatedly that the local forma- 
tion "appears to be quite similar 
to that highly productive one." 


Attending a recent meeting at 


St. Peter's Lutheran Church on 
Neb. 50 less than a mile from the 
test hole, landowners were told 
that even relatively small quan- 


tities of the rare earths might 
make their recovery worth 
while. Mentioned among the 
possibilities were cerium, 
lanthanum, 
europium. 


gadolinium, neodymium and 
samarium. 


In all. there are 14 elements 


classified as rare earths, they 
were tok). and their uses are 
wide ranging. For example, 
cerium helps form high-strength 
steel and ductile iron. 
Lanthanum is used in camera 
lenses and as a catalyst for 
automobile exhaust converters. 


Europium is used for color 


television tubes and in nuclear 
reactor control rods. The several 
other elements have an even 
greater variety of uses. 


Several Present 
According to the test-core 


drilling, traces of several of the 
rare earths are present, along 
with other more common 
minerals. But quantity and 
quality have not been fully deter- 
mined. 


It has been emphasized that 


any mining will be underground. 
Strip mining, which strips away 
topsoil to get at the wanted 
minerals, is not being con- 
sidered. 


Should mining prove 


justifiable, an operation 
employing at least 100 persons 
probably would be established 
somewhere in the area. Officials 
have said a smaller mine would 
be impractical. Employment 
could possibly hit 200 to 400. 


Woltemath said he signed for 


"a straight 4% royalty." He is 
also being paid $1 per acre for 
lease rights the first year, 30c for 
the second and third years, and 
$1 for the fourth and fifth. 


"A month ago all this was 


Greek to me. but I've been lear- 
ning from all these geologists 
and engineers who have showed 
up," he said. "Now if I could 
just learn about all those rare 
earths.

That analysis was made by the 


Bureau of Business Research 
and released in the March 
Business in Nebraska edition of 
the University of Nebraska- 
Lincoln News. 


Faster Than Federal 


According to the report, com- 


bined general revenues of state 
and local governments have 
been growing more rapidly in re- 
cent years than those of the 
federal government. 


Yet federal funds have 


become the largest single source 
of state general revenue 
throughout the nation. 


General revenue differs from 


total revenue in that it excludes 
money from issuance of debt 
and sale of investments; and 
does not include utility, liquor 
store and insurance-trust 
revenue.) 


Sources Listed 


The three sources of state and 


local general revenue are federal 
aid. taxes, and charges and mis- 
cellaneous general money.

Table 1 shows selective sales 


taxes in Nebraska and Colorado 
have been yielding more than 
the general sales tax, and in all 
the states the yield has exceeded 
that of the income tax. 


Highest Rate 


In comparison with its 


neighbors, Nebraska has the 
highest rate of taxation on gas- 
oline and cigarettes. 


Nebraska is 34% above the 


national average in percentage 
of tax revenue and higher than 
any of its neighbors except South 
Dakota. 


Nebraska, however, derives a 


lower percentage of its state and 
local tax revenue from the 
general sales tax than any of its 
neighbors and a lower percen- 
tage from the income tax than 
any other states in the group that 
nave a personal income tax. 


6% Below Nation 


Table 2 shows that on a per 


capita basis total state and local 
taxes in Nebraska are 6''•> below 
the national average and that in 
relation to adjacent states they 
are significantly higher only than 
those in Missouri and Kansas. 


Yet property taxes per capita 


in Nebraska are 21'4 above the 
national average. 


Table 3 measures the tax 


burden in relation to personal in- 
come. The table is calculated on 
the basis of average total per- 
sonal income for calendar years 
1970 and 1971. 


The figures show Nebraska

Committee Finally OKs 
Anderson's Appointment 


By The Associated Press 


A deeply divided Committee 


on Committees Wednesday 
asked the Nebraska Legislature 
to confirm Dr. Jack Anderson as 
director of the State Department 
of Public Institutions (DPI). 


Committee approval of Ander- 


son came on an 8-4 vote, and the 
four dissenters asked — and 
received — time to prepare a 
minority report on the most con- 
troversial gubernatorial appoint- 
ment in recent years. 


Anderson, a tall, silver-haired 


psychiatrist, was appointed last 
year by Gov. J. J. Exon to 
succeed Michael La Montia as 
DPI director after La Montia 
resigned for health reasons. DPI 
is the state agency which runs 
the state's mental health and il- 
lness program and the correc- 
tional program 


The appointment requires 


legislative confirmation, which 
is normally accorded with little 
or no dissent or opposition. 


Anderson also serves as the 


DPI medical services division 
chief, a job which be still holds 
and has said he does not plan to 
give up. 


Opposition to 
Anderson 


centered around his twin 
positions in DPI, and his con- 
troversial views, outlined in a 
book, "Mental Health Copout," 
particularly his belief alcoholics 
should usually be held responsi- 
ble for their actions. 


The committee approval came 


in a special meeting called for 
the purpose of taking a show- 
down vote and follows three 
weeks of public hearings during 
which the committee heard both 
supporters and opponents of the 
nomination. The committee also 
met last week with Exon and 
heard Exon stand firmly behind 
the appointment

Herb Duis of Gothen- 
burg, Walter Epke of York, Herb 
Nore of Genoa, Duke Snyder of 
Omaha, Gerald Stromer of 


Library Unit Budget 
Upped By Committee

The recommended addition to

proposal would provide the com- 
mission with a strictly continua- 
tion budget, the committee was 
told. 


No improvements or expan- 


sion would be funded. 


The Nixon administration has 


cut off federal funding for 
library services 


As a result, the commission's 


total budget has dropped from 
the $1 2 million in Exon's budget 
bill to a new level of $712.104 in 
recommended state support. 


In other action, the committee 


recommended introduction of a 


new bill assessing telephone 
companies at a rate of 25 cents 
per phone to provide a new fun- 
ding source for the Public Ser- 
vice Commission. 


The assessment would raise 


more than $200,000 a year. 


Telephone companies are un- 


der the jurisdiction of the com- 
mission. 


An additional $30,000 was in- 


cluded in the 
commission's 


general fund budget to provide 
more inspectors for Interstate 
Commerce Commission regula- 
tion of motor transportation. 


A $15,000 appropriation was 


included in the Department of 
Administrative Services budget 
for aid in the Missouri River 
Front development project at 
Omaha by the state Office of 
Planning and Programming. 


And the committee increased 


the general fund budget for the 
Nebraska Center for Children 
and Youth by $84,168. most of it 
to help fund group homes. 


Kearney, Leslie Stull of Alliance, 
Ramey Whitney of Chappell and 
Irving Wiltse of Falls City. 


Opposition votes were cast by 


Sens. Ernie Chambers of 
Omaha, Roland Luedtke and 
Wally Barnett of Lincoln, and E. 
Thome Johnson of Fremont. 


Sen. David Stahmer of Omaha 


was present but refused to vote. 


Barnett asked for, and 


received on a 13-0 vote, permis- 
sion to delay reporting of the ac- 
tion to the floor until a minority 
report can be prepared. 


Before the vote was taken 


Barnett said he would like to 
have had a vote on whether 
Anderson should hold both DPI 
jobs. 


Chambers, who moved un- 


successfully last week in the 
committee to block confirma- 
tion, said Exon "has not shown a 
great deal of respect for the 
Legislature" in his handling of 
the appointment.

Parole Bill 
Readied By 
Committee 


The Legislature's Judiciary 


Committee Wednesday agreed 
to reconcile Gov. J. James 
Exon's LB542 to increase the 
size of the State Parole Board 
with a similar proposal 
recommended 
by the com- 


mittee's penal consultants. 


LB542, introduced for Exon by 


Omaha Sen. John Cavanaugh, 
would expand the board from 
three to five members and 
lengthen their terms from four 
to six years. Instead of the one 
full-time member the board now 
has, there would be three with 
the present two part-time 
members. The additional cost 
was pegged at $48,915. 


The committee's proposal, 


which was not introduced, in- 
cludes the basics of Exon's bill, 
but it goes beyond it in 
stipulating that three members 
of the board be chosen from the 
fields of law, corrections and 
social science. 


One member would have to be 


from a minority race, and two 
would have to be lay persons. 


Attorney General Clarence A. 


H. Meyer told the committee 
that the Parole Board, which 
must review the cases of all 990 i 
inmates at the penal complex an- 
nually, has "more than they can 
handle now." 


John Greenholtz, board chair- 


man, has "held that board 
together." Meyer said "We're 
lucky we get him. He can spot a 
phony at 50 paces " 


The committee also agreed to 


investigate raising 
board 


members salaries from the pre- 
sent $16.000 a year figure for full- 
time members and the $2.700 
salary for part-time members.

isotopes soon will be used to 
diagnose illnesses — and oc- 
casionally to treat them — at the 
Veterans A d m i n i s t r a t i o n 
Hospital here 


Official approval by the 


Atomic Energy Commission 
(AEO will make Grand Island 
the third Nebraska city (excep- 
ting Lincoln and Omaha) to prac- 
tice nuclear medicine, one of the 
fastest-growing medical fields. 


Minute doses of radioactive 


chemicals will be traced through 
the 
patient's 
body by 


sophisticated scanning and coun- 
ting equipment to measure 
blood volume, test kidney effec- 
tiveness, locate tumors in soft 


tissues, spot an enlarged liver 
or detect abdominal bleeding— 
all with greater accuracy than 
was possible before. 


In all. 19 basic diagnostic tests 


will be performed. 


Hospitals in Kearney and 


Hastings already have nuclear 
medicine facilities. VA Hospital 
Director Charles W. Lyons said 
the new nuclear unit is necessary 
to obviate the transportation of 
extremely ill Grand Island 
patients to other cities for 
nuclear diagnosis or treatment. 


The new center, he said, will 


be a satellite of the large Omaha 
VA nuclear medicine center and 
will operate under the same 
license. Final diagnoses of 
Grand Island patients will be 
made in Omaha via closed-

Sharing Plan 
Lyons said the new facilities

The use of nuclear materials 


for treatment of illnesses is 
declining, according to hospital 
chief of staff Dr. Robert Munch. 
"Very little of that will go on 
around here," he said. 


Nuclear treatment of 


hyperthyroidism may be con- 
ducted occasionally. Dr. Munch 
said, but only on people past 
child-bearing age for whom sur- 
gery would be hazardous. 


In such cases, a dose of a 


readioactively tagged chemical 
— selected for its tendency to ac- 
cumulate in the thyroid gland — 
will be used to destroy excess 
thyroid tissue, Dr. Munch said. 


A diagnostic dose will be much 


smaller, he said. An average 
dose for scanning an organ 
would yield a smaller "bang" 
(patient radiation dosage) than 
would most X-rays 


Progress 
in scanning 


technology has resulted in highly 
accurate scanners and counters 
which enable much less potent 
isotopes to be used, Dr. Munch 
said. The best isotope for most 
purposes is technetium 99, 
which gives the optimum radia- 
tion level for scanning while 
yielding a small bang with no 
damaging beta radiation. 


Technetium has a radioactive 


half-life of about six hours. Dr. 
Munch said, meaning that half 
its potency dissipates every six 
hours. That makes it better for 
the patient — but harder to ship 
in from St. Louis — than an 
isotope with a longer half-life. 


Molybdenum "Cow" 
So the hospital will generate 


its own technetium. Every mor- 
ning it will be "milked" from a 
molybdenum "cow" 
in the 


hospital's small, lead-lined 
generator The molybdenum, 
with a half-life of 67 hours, lasts 
long enough to be shipped from 
S Louis once a week 


"Actually, the hazard is 


probably nil because you use 
such tiny, tiny quantities," said 
Dr. Munch. Still, he saM, the 


Exon Urges Extension Of Freeport Law 


The Exon administration 


Wednesday urged approval of an 
extension of the state freeport 
law as a measure which would 
induce businesses to locate in 
the state and thus be good for 
Nebraska's economy. 


Support for the extension bill, 


LB534, was voiced at a hearing 
before the Legislature's 
Revenue Committee by Stan 
Matzke, state economic develop- 
ment director, who said he was 
speaking for Gov. J. J. Exon. 


Nebraska "would be put at a 


severe economic disadvantage if 
LB534 does not pass" because 39 
other states have such laws, 
Matzke told the committee. 


Industries might be less 


willing to move into Nebraska 
and existing businesses might 
consider leaving the state if the 
bill is not passed, he said. 


The bill, sponsored by the 


committee would provide that 
goods for shipment which are 
stored in a warehouse would be 
tax-exempt. The bill was held for 
later action. 


That provision was a part of 


the original freeport law enacted 
in 1961 but the State Supreme 
Court ruled in January that only 
public warehouses could qualify 
for the exemption, meaning 
warehouses maintained by in- 
dustries for their own purposes

For the fourth straight time 


this session, the Legislature 
Wednesday overrode Gov. J. 
James Exon's veto of drug con- 
trol bills. 


LB13, providing the State 


Patrol with 10 additional drug 
investigators and supplying the 
agency with $50,000 to make 
drug purchases, was enacted 
despite the governor's objections 
on a 31-16 vote. 


LB13A, the appropriations 


rider funding the 10 new in- 
vestigators with $216,850, was 
approved on a 30-16 count. 


Thirty votes are required to 


override the governor's veto.

"If we want any recommen- 


dations from the executive, we'll 
ask for them," Carpenter said. 


It is the Legislature which has 


continually provided for in- 


creased drug control legislation 
and funding, Carpenter con- 
tended. "The executive did 
nothing about it," he said. 


"We started these things; we 


ought to finish them." 


Carpenter 
suggested that 


Exon should begin to take 
serious action in drug control by 
first "getting rid of Colonel 
Kruger," the head of the State 
Patrol. 


Sen. Ernest Chambers of 


Omaha said Exon is usually iden- 
tified with law and order. But 
his votes indicate that "he is 
not concerned about law and 
order; he is concerned about re- 
election," Chambers said. 


"All The Toots" 
Drugs are "ravaging my com- 


munity," Chambers said, and 
law enforcement officials should 
have "all the tools and weapons 
they need to fight the heavy 


pushers of hard narcotics." 


Schmit said he does not object 


to Exon's suggestion that LB13 
is a "do-gooder piece of 
legislation." In fact, he said, "I 
kinda like being called a do- 
gooder." 


As for costs, he noted, 


legislative approval of his bill to 
increase the tax on pari-mutuel 
horse racing betting will more 
than adequately fund the 
accelerated drug control effort.

The Arts Program was the brainchild of Mrs 


Phyllis Westmoreland and Mrs. Richard Martin 
who soon were seconded by several other mothers 
who agreed that it would be fun to teach Saturday 
art classes and also that children should be given 
the opportunity to learn that everyone can be 
creative, in his or her special way. if given the 
chance 


Augmenting what is taught in the daily classes 


the Creative Arts Program now sponsored by the 
school's Parent-Teacher Association, is just one 
example of Calvert's interest in the creative arts 
The school also has a permanent collection in the 
hallways — exhibiting paintings, sculptures, 
mobiles, and various other media 
which gives 


the children the opportunity to view first hand 
original works of art

has grown gradually and this year's courses in

pottery making 


While the Creative Arts Program is sponsored 


by Calvert's PTA — which also locates and hires 
the professionals, teachers, and former teachers 
who direct the various courses -- and the classes 
are held at the school the project has probed to be 
so worthwhile and has been so enthusiastically 
received that children from seven other schools 
also have participated through the years 


The enthusiasm found among the children who 


have partaken of the various courses, also is 
reflected in the school'1- administration and faculty 
members The teachers constantly are making 
suggestions for additional or altered classes and 


they also make great efforts to further augmenting 
the Creative Arts Program in the classroom. 


However, perhaps the most enthusiastic 


response to the PTA project has come from Prin-

BOOKS—i'The Death Of Attila" 


By CYNTHIA JOHNSON 


Cecelia Holland's most recent book, "The 


Death of Attila" (Alfred A. Knopf), besides being a 
moderately interesting and compelling story, con- 
tains a number of provocative implications concer- 
ning man's behavior — implications that extend far 
beyond the immediate era in question. 


Written in the "historical novel" tradition, 


"The Death of Attila" is Miss Holland's seventh 
book, and her previous works include "The 
Firedrake." "Rakossy," "The Kings in Winter," 
"Until the Sun Falls," "Antichrist." and "The 
Earl." 


As indicated in the title, the story takes place 


during the 5th century A.D.. when the already- 
disintegrating western Roman Empire was sub- 
jected to the shock of invasion by a diverse assort- 
ment of "barbarian" tribes. For a time during the 
5th century, the Huns, a warlike and nomadic East 
Asian people under the leadership of Attila, con- 
trolled sizable areas of eastern and central Europe; 
exacting tribute, and. in some cases, military 
assistance from other invading tribes. 


However, contrary to what might be expected, 


Attila is merely a secondary character in Miss 
Holland's book; and his death is important not as 
an event in itself, but because of the effect that it 
had on the course of events that ensued. 


The protagonists are two in number — Tacs, a 


common Hun soldier; and Dietric, the son of a Ger- 
manic king whose tribe is under the domination of 
Attila. The two are similar only with regard to their 
youth. Apart from that, their backgrounds, per- 
sonalities and even their physical characteristics 
hold little if anything in common. 


Tacs' appearance is typical of that exhibited by 


most Hunnish tribesmen — squat and round, flat- 
faced. and dark of hair and skin — and like the 
others, he is a superb rider, seemingly more at 
home on horseback than on the ground. He has 
been raised among people whose behavior is 
characterized by a certain coarseness and bravado; 
and whose perception is colored by a superstitious 
belief in the powers of shamans and family totems. 


Dietric. on the other hand, is patently Teutonic 


in his physical appearance — tall, slender, blond, 
fair-skinned. Sensitive in nature, his lack of 
experience in the world has left him naive and hesi- 
tant in his actions. A recently-converted Christian, 
he is puzzled and occasionally repelled by the 
"pagan" rituals practiced by the Huns. 


Yet across the barrier created by difference in 


race and religion, the two young men become 
friends As the story evolves, it is this comradeship 
— frowned upon by other members of both tribes 
— that sets the tone of the book At times, the 
events that comprise the narrative, events that are 
drawn from the history of the era. overshadow the 
peculiar relationship: but the focus always shifts 
back to the two main characters And. as their 
world falls apart following the death of Attila. their 
friendship inevitably is brought to the ultimate test 
of tribal versus personal loyalties. 


Throughout all this, there is implicit in Miss 


Holland's tale, a feeling of the universality and 
timelessness of human actions and reactions. Tacs 


and Dietric are two divergent personalities who 
happen to find a common ground based on nothing 
more than their essential human-ness. Such 
relationships are, and have been, common oc- 
currences; and that things could have happened in 
the way the author describes, is not beyond the 
realm of possibility. 


Yet lurking beneath the surface of this unusual 


cameraderie is the spectre of man-as-savage, who 
destroys everything alien that gets in his way, and 
who is held in check only by the brute force of a 
powerful leader or laws. 


Miss Holland's points (if, in fact, she was trying 


to make any) are well-taken. And, for those who 
are more interested in simply reading a compelling 
story. "The Death of Attila" is commendable in 


this respect as well.

The antibacterial cleansing 


agent in most cases was 
pHisoHex, manufactured by 
Winthrop Laboratories and con- 
t a i n i n g

hexachlorophene (HCP), accor- 
ding to Food and Drug Ad- 
ministration records. 


The manufacturer denied any 


link between the deaths and the 
use of pHisoHex. 


HCP, once widely used in pop- 


ular deodorant products sold 
over the counter, was banned 
from all but prescription 
products in September 


In announcing the ban, the 


FDA cited the deaths of 39 
French infants and a university 
study correlating frequent 
bathings with HCP solutions and 
brain lesions in premature in- 
fants. But the agency did not tell 
newsmen of HCP's association 
with the 15 U S. deaths even 
though it was aware of them 


Asked why, an agency 


spokesman said the French and 
university reports formed "the 
important data." 


"Our action was fully respon- 


sive on the basis of the data as it 
was being developed," he said 


The FDA records do not list 


HCP as cause of the 15 deaths, 
which occurred between 1954 
and 1971. Instead, they are 
reported in a September, 1972 
FDA summary under a category 
entitled. "Fatal Reactions 
Associated with Topical Use" of 
HCP 


The FDA summary also lists 


several nonfatal reactions and 
other deaths associated with ac- 
cidental swallowing of products 
containing HCP. 


Many of the 15 deaths under 


the topical use category occured 
during a period when Winthrop 
Laboratories was not reporting 
any adveise reactions to the 
product to the FDA 


An official of Sterling Drug, 


Inc . which owns Winthrop 
Laboratories, said in a telephone 
interview that the deaths noted 
in the FDA report "are not 
pHisoHex deaths." 


"Just because someone 


happens to be bathing with 
hexachlorophene at the time he 
dies doesn't mean he dies from 
hexachlorophene." said Dr 
Monroe Trout. Sterling's 
medical director.

Taking its strongest action 


against HCP last September, the 
FDA noted reports that the 
French infants died as a result of 
baby powder accidentally con- 
taining 6 per cent HCP. double 
the intended dose. 


Earlier, in December 1971, the 


FDA sent a drug bulletin to 600, 
000 doctors and other health 
professionals, warning them to 
discontinue use of products such 
as pHisoHex in routine bathing 
of infants and adults. 


The bulletin cited studies by 


Winthrop which showed that 
monkeys bathed in a 3 per cent 
HCP solution for 60 days had 
developed brain lesions. 


In January, 1972, the FDA an- 


nounced in a press release that 
all skin cleansing products con- 
taining more than 75 per cent 
HCP would be restricted to 
prescription use. 


The release made no mention 


Of the deaths, and 
FDA 


spokesman Donald A Berreth 
said the agency didn't have the 
death records at the time 


Ten deaths associated with the 


antibacterial chemical were 
reported bv Winthrop in January 
1972, he said, and others came to 
light around that time as a result 
of DA research 


The Associated Press asked 


the FDA for records on the 15 
U S. deaths more than a month 
ago but was denied access to 
them until they were obtained 
through other sources. 


James Morrison, assistant to 


the director of the FDA's Divi- 
sion of Regulatory Operations in 
the Bureau of Drugs, said the 
request was being held up pen- 
ding an investigation to deter- 
mine whether Winthrop acted 
legally when it did not make 
periodic reports of adverse reac- 
tions to HCP over several years 


Companies with new drugs on 


the market are required to file 
the reports 


But because pHisoHex had 


been used for more than 10 
\ears. Morrison said, "the com- 
pany, through the Phar- 
maceutical 
Manufacturers 


Association in 1964, said that by 
its common use for that length 
of time they regarded it as no 
longer a new drug 


"The problem is that a firm 


cannot unilaterally call Us 
product not a new drug," 
Morrison said

Berreth said that the FDA

In the backyard, like a 
mainland barbecue hibachi. 


Plenty of magic still connected 


with it. This is the country of 
Pe!e, the fire goddess. She runs 
the volcanoes. 


A Hawaiian told me: 
"Sup- 


pose you making da imu in da 
yard, you gonna get a kahuna — 
like old Hawaiian priest — to put 
in flowers for Pele. 


"You don't get da kahuna, da 


imu don't get hot. I'm telling 
you." 


Hawaiians are all members of 


Christian churches. But in the 
matter of roast pig. the kahuna is 
the man who knows how to fire 
up the oven. 


When the volancoes are going 


to erupt, some Hawaiian will 
see Pele. She appears as an old 
woman. Sometimes as a little 
white dog. 


"You see Pele. den mo" bettah 


you holoholo away from dose 
volcano. She's gonna bust! 


The bay here is called 


Kaupulehu — it's short for "the 
imu where the god was roasted." 
Kane got in the imu during the 
famine. When they opened it up, 
the imu was full of goodies. 
(Kane didn't get roasted. He 
appeared magically 
offshore. 


There's a spring there called 
Water of Kane.) 


This is good imu country, 


down here on the dry side of the 
big island. The kiawe grows 
thick along the beach. It makes 
hot coals. Exactly like the 
mesquite of the 
mainland 


Southwest. 


The pig is done just as the sun 


is setting, bright copper, over 
the ink-blue sea. The Hawaiians 
shovel off the earth. Reach in 
and pull out the pig in his wire 
basket. 


The pig comes out and is laid 


on broad green banana leaves.

Re-shaping Your Home 
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By John Gleason 
With spring in the air and on the calendar, major plans 


are teing made to re-panel Lincoln basements, modernize 
kitchens and re-do bathrooms. Home improvement retailers, 
wholesalers and contractors say this is their busiest time of 
the year. 


Projections indicate a healthy local sales volume in the 


home improvement area. Editor and Publisher's Market 
Guide estimates that nearly $18 million will be spent for 
lumber and hardware products during 1973 in the city. 


This estimate tor 74 stores that deal primarily in building 


products compares with a total Lincoln retail sales projec- 
tion of $339 million for 1973, or 5.2% of the total. 


Paul Hood, owner of a Lincoln lumber firm, notes that 


many people with home improvement plans are busy lining 
up a contractor. Few of his customers are do-it-yourselfers. 


But John Hoppe Jr., another lumber dealer, notes that 


"more and more people are doing things themselves." And 
there are all sorts of "how to" books on the market. 


Hoppe believes this trend involves the enjoyment of 


work, and exists because "the cost of contracting is high, and 
the availability of labor is short." 


The pace of activity in the yard and gardening field is 


also picking up, according to Kenneth Trunkenbolz, with a 
Lincoln nursery. "It peaks in April and then tapers off all the 
way to autumn," he noted. 


Newer homes are his main source of business, since 


owners and contractors want to get shrubs, trees and lawns 
established early in the growing season 


Thousands of Lmcolnites are locating tools, buying fer- 


tilizer, peat moss and seed for the sheer joy of watching 
things grow, he says "And the younger generation is plan- 
ting because ot concern about pollution." 


Rita Wilson, head of the home improvement department 


of a large local retail store, says the trend is toward major 
home improvements She says that about half of her 
customers plan and execute the improvements themselves 


"This department will be one of the busiest in the store 


lor the next two or three months," she said. 


Lincoln has 51,469 households, and of these 57.9ri are 


owner-occupied, according to the Economic Handbook 
published by the Lincoln Chamber of Commerce. Although 
this percentage is below the national average, it still in- 
dicates a vast potential market for home improvement and 
interior decorating projects. 


Your home is an appreciating asset that is growing 


dramatically in value. Lincoln realtors say that used homes 
are increasing in price (and value) as fast as new ones 


For example, a Lincoln home that sold for $23,300 four 


years ago. brought $28.500 last tall. It was built in 1965 for 
$18.500 


This isn't an isolated example. Such appreciation is due 


to a combination of inflation, increased demand for single- 
himily dwellings by a mobile population, the upgrading of 
existing homes and the fact that real estate is an excellent 
long-term investment 


'Rarely Over-improved' 
The realtors say that home improvements definitely help 


to maintain or increase the value of a home. 


Lloyd Hmkley. a realtor, says "home improvements

change the value of property in a market, and sometimes you 
get more than your money back " 


Hinkley has rarely seen a case of overimproving a 


dwelling. But he cautions that improvements should be coor- 
dinated, and that the owner should make sure he gets several 
estimates on materials and labor. 


However, another realtor, John Last, notes "there's a 


point of diminishing return." He says a person shouldn't add 
so many improvements that his house is above the value of 
the remainder of the neighborhood. 


Nationally, Lincoln is ranked 188th in lumber and 


hardware sales by Sales Management magazine, while 
ranking 82nd in household income. 


These improvements can be financed through a bank, 


savings and loan institution or small loan firm. 


One Lincoln loan officer, Harry Mikkleson, says that 


many people are using "open-end" mortgage provisions for 
home improvements. The homeowner, in effect, borrows 
back some of his equity, with revisions usually made in the 
lite ol the mortgage. Monthly payments generally increase 
due to higher current mortgage rates. 


It is wise to compare service fees, interest, maximum 


amounts available and the full cost of the loan. 


Mikkleson says that people seem to be combining minor 


improvements into a major loan. 


Yard Loan 
Larry Roder, another loan officer, says he's begun to 


notice loans for yard improvements, including trees. 


Magdalene Pfister, interior design specialist at the 


College of Home Economics, University of Nebraska- 
Lincoln, says there are many reasons why people get m- 
vovled in home improvements: 


• An attractive home has some influence on the conduct 


of a family, she says. 


• It may simply involve appreciation of beauty. 
• Status symbolism may be a factor. 


Improvements often grow out of a hobby, but she's 


aware of some cases where the wife wasn't completely 
pleased with her husband's work. "It's better if you plan this 
type of thing together," she said. 


Ms Pfister noted that there is a wealth of material 


available from her department on home improvement. And 
thousands are apparently trying to economize by becoming 
amateur carpenters, upholsterers, masons, etc. Handicraft 
classes are increasingly popular in Lincoln, all part of the 
bread-baking, candle-shaping, "I'm into organic gardening" 
life styles of today. 


The traditional American work ethic may be an in- 


fluence (on home improvement activity), but Ms. Pfister 
believes there are other reasons "I don't think it's really the 
work ethic as much as it is a family's basic need for space 
and privacy." she added

Creative

• You party there, you lounge there, and even if you only 


gaze at it out your picture window, your back yard can look 
better with a little innovation and attention. 


It used to be called a patio. In actuality, it's an extension 


of the home itself. According to the American Association of 
Nurserymen, the planning of an outdoor living area can be 
evenr bit as much fun as enjoying it later on. 


Many homes have been built with a simple concrete slab 


for a back "porch." You usually grill on it or sit on it, but it 
fails to create the kind of atmosphere which tends to expand 
the home. One expert even goes so far as to say that the same 
people who are very good at decorating the interior of their 
homes seem to doubt their own ability to decorate the room 
outside. This includes the patio or terrace. 


Important elements in planning a patio area or back yard 


are privacy, beauty and environmental health. 


If your back yard is sitting next to a higher home, 


perhaps a two-story design, then your chief goal might be to 
insure privacy in your out-of-the-way veranda. Perhaps a 
shade tree or a hedge or shrub planting would provide the 
screening you need. 


You must also consider the goal of an open vista for 


viewing from your back window. This would be a part of the 
decoration piyn. especially 
if you have an attractive 


neighborhood or area that's pleasant to look at. 


Other consideration for landscaping this area are 


sunlight, color spots and ease of planting maintenance. 


Sunlight Analysis 
Before any new planting takes place, be sure to analyze 


just where the sunlight will fall once the bushes or trees 
reach full size. Will they cut off too much brightness, or not 
enough1.' Will your flower bed fall victim to darkness all day. 
or will the rays be insufficient for a midday suntan? How 
about grilling steaks at suppertime? Will the chef d' elegant 
be blinded by the cloudless sunset? These are all things to 
consider when ol' Sol helps your plants to achieve maturity. 


Color spots? Potted plants of flower boxes of annuals or 


perennials often fill this need. Would daffodils really look 
good next to the lavendar crushed rock terrarium? 


Ease of maintenance become increasingly important as 


the variety of flora increases. Do some plants require cons- 
tant attention, or none at all? Will that new plot of golden 
goodies in the corner of the yard require additional length of 
garden hose? 


Be sure to guage just how much time you have to proffer 


in upkeep. More than one bachelor, working 15 hours a day, 
has cleverly thought that a garden would be ni :e to have for 
his once-a-year fish fry, but has tailed to consider 
maintenance as a problem the other 364 days. This is not to 
say that the bachelor shouldn't have a garden, only that he 
should perhaps limit it to a few evergreens and a hedge that 
needs little trimming or attention. 


The same bachelor could perhaps get by with no extra 


effort, should he choose to furnish his back yard with non- 
organic embellishments. 


Varieties of fences, ornaments, fountains, lighting and 


terracing with colored gravels can enhance that fish fry with 
little maintenance hassle. 


The West Coast is becoming a stronghold of easy-care 


gardening. Using crushed rock to be displayed in areas where 
grass normally appears can be most attractive. Homeowners 
debate whether or not it's functional, when the area is used 
to walk on. Very coarse gravel is not conducive to bare feet, 
but the finer gravels are bearable. Plants that require only 
occasional pruning or watering usually are maintained to 
break up the monotony of the gravel, and to complement the 
coloring provided by the crushed rock. 


Yucca, Cactus 
Such plants as yucca, cactus or bush grasses require little 


care and do not require trimming or water. 


Fences are a good way to artificially decorate, seal off or 


otherwise enhance your outdoor living area. Many firms 
specialize in building fences. Lumberyards have plans with 
which the at-home carpenter can build his own fence or 
decorative yardpiece. 


Pottery shops also have items that can be used to break 


the monotony of a grass yard or cement patio. Awnings are 
ever increasing in style varieties and offer a more traditional, 
yet creative way of extending your living space into the out- 
of-doors. 


Some nurseries have materials with which you can 


create and care for your own grass gold green. Windmills, 
donkey carts made of stone and crushed gravel are all 
extremes that lend support to the creativity that may be 
lurking in your bosom. You can be only as creative as you let 
yourself. Take your back yard out of the back part of your 
mind, and let your imagination soar.

eling. The perennial popularity ot 
wooden and aluminum siding is 
enhanced by its availability. Asbestos 
siding has also been on the market for a 
long time, but seems to be waning in use, 
especially in new home construction.

A. — There are several ways 


to unclop a downspout. Try one 
or all of them. Probablv the. 
best way is to run a plumber's I 
'snake" into the downspout the 
same as you might do to unclog 
a sink drain If the obstruction 
is near the top or within the 
reach of the snake. \ou should 
be able to dislodge it If not. get 
some heavy chains tie them 
securely to a rope Drop them 
mid the downspout and jiggle 
them vigorously Perhaps the 
easiest solution (it works only 
with moderatelv blocked down- 
spouts) is to place the end of a 
garden hose into the downspout 
and turn the water on full force. 
If the clogging is caused by 
malted leaves and nothing 
more substantial, the water 
will force out the leaves

Restyled Child's 
Room Should 
Be His World

Good spring handyman projects might in- 


clude those that provide children with rooms 
that relate to their childhood enthusiasms 
Blackboard walls built-ms and safe fur- 
niture that can be used for play are among 
the ideas that might get children out of their 
room rut 


Industrial designers, Jerry Wood and 


Harry Farmlett who have engineered many 
children s products, say that 
too many 


healthy children are penned up in rooms 
that are little sterile palaces — planned to 
please adult members of the family 


4 child s room should be his world 


designed with that in mind,' observes Wood 


"He should be able to jump on his bed and it 
should be close to the floor — a foot and 
a half or so—and he will not get hurt if he 
falls He should be able to scribble on walls 
and let off steam with a little hammer " 


Most children live with the "no-no" 


routine, the designers say, with parents 
monitoring the activity to protect their in- 
vestment in lurnishings and the appearance 
of the room.

Children s furniture is outmoded in their 


opinion, as well as being unsafe Why should 
it be necessary for a child to climb up on 
something to reach a bureau drawer9 If he 
doesn t fall down and pull the drawer with 
him or crush his finger in the drawer he will 
certainly mess up the contents of the drawer 
groping for what he wants

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Wildflowers

"That's the secret of lazy gardening." I said one day. 


"Plant wild flower seed. Let Nature do the work. No pests." 


That summer I watched wild flowers like a wild canary. 


When the blossoms dried into pods. I gathered seeds, beating 
the birds at their own game. Setting aside a plot that didn't 
have to be tilled, I scattered the seeds and raked the soil 
lightly. A few wild flowers, such as Mariposa lilies and fairy 
lanterns, made bulbs, so I dug bulbs and planted them along 
with the seeds. 


I'm still waiting, after more than ten years. The wild 


flowers didn't even germinate in the choice plot where I'd 
planned to coddle them. 


The next summer I gathered seed and scattered it hit or 


miss along the driveway, by the paths and on slopes too steep 
to cultivate, expecting the birds to get most of my planting. 
They probably did eat some of the seed and maybe replanted 
it; a lot of wild flower seeds seem to germinate better after 
being processed by a bird. 


Anyway, the California poppies popped up all over the 


place, making a golden display. They're 
replanted 


themselves year after year. The blue-flowered wild onions 
caught on. as did the buttercups and shooting stars. 


That's our wild flowers; they just don't dig being tamed.

Tips on Door Latch

Balky doors are not confined 


to those which are difficult to 
open and close because they 
stick or bind around the edges. 


Some doors open and close 


quite easily but simply will not 
stay closed. That's because the 
latch bolt in the door no longer 
fits into the strike plate on the 
door jamb. This misalignment 
is due to any one of a number of 
reasons, including the fact that 
the hinges on the door have 


come loose and require retight- 
ening or resetting. Curious- 
ly, the failure of the latch to fit 
may have been caused because 
the" hinges on the door WERE 
retightened. In any case, what- 
ever the reason, make sure the 
door hangs properly before you 
attempt to do something about 
lining up the bolt with the strike 
plate.

about the strike plate. And be- 
fore that can be done, it must be 
determined whether the plate is 
too high or too low on the door 
frame. 


Most of the time there will be 


scratch marks or a worn part 
on the plate showing where the 
bolt is hitting it instead of going 
into the opening. 


When the bolt fails to fit into 


the opening by only a tiny frac- 
tion of an inch — an eighth or 
sixteenth of an inch — you may- 
be able to file the metal to 
make a larger opening to ac- 
commodate the bolt. If filing is 
impractical, the strike plate 
must be relocated slightly on the> 
door jamb, moving it higher or; 
lower as necessary. Remove itr 
from the jamb, then use a wood. 
chisel to enlarge the mortise soi 
that the strike plate will be in; 
the proper position. 
; 


After the strike plate has been 


replaced, fill the gaps with wood i 
putty or plastic wood, smooth 
when dry and touch up to match 
the surrounding surface.

Start an inflation garden and beat the high price of fresh 


tomatoes, lettuce, beans and other edibles. 


If you don't have sunny, well-drained land, try to find a 


suitable plot to rent. 


Some crops can even be cultivated in planters indoors, 


grown from seeds developed for mini-gardens. The crops are 
tiny — small tomatoes, dwarf ears of corn. But they'll still 
help beat the high cost of eating. 


The idea of stretching the food dollar by gardening is a 


1973 version of the victory garden movement that cropped up 
during World War II. 


Gardening is hard work at time, but it can involve the 


entire family It doesn't cost much but it can, if you're 
successful, save money And the exercise won't hurt, either 


One index of what can be expected from a 20-by-40-foot 


plot (published during the era of victory gardens): All the 


vegetables a family of four needs from May to November. At 
today's prices, that's a saving of $100 or more. 


Such a plot, according to the report, in one season 


produced 70 beets. 11 pounds of snap beans 16 pounds o 
spinach, 150 radishes. 75 carrots, 55 onions and 26 pounds ot 
tomatoes. 


The best way to get started on a garden is to chat with a 


neighbor who has one. He can tell you which crops do best in 
your area and give you some rough idea ot a planting 


Free advice is available from the county agricultural 


agent. You also can get help from the state agricultural 
experiment stations 


You can even write to your congressman for free help

U.S. Department of Agriculture publication titled "Growine 
Vegetables in the Home Garden."

Axelson Optimistic on Future 


Kansas City-Omaha Kings general manager Joe 


Axelson wasn't completely satisfied with his team's atten- 
dance in Omaha, but he's optimistic about the future. 


The Kings drew 82,642 fans in 15 games in Omaha for 


an average of 5,509 a game. Through 24 games in Kansas 
City the Kings had drawn 161,703 fans for an average of 6,- 
7o8. 


Axelson was particularly disappointed with the 


Kings' attendance in Omaha after the 10th game, when 
the Chicago Bulls played. 


The Bulls are second in the Midwest Division, the 


same division that the Kings are in along with Milwaukee. 
However, only 3,473 fans turned out for the Bulls-Kings 
game in Omaha. 


The main reason the Kings moved from Cincinnati 


was that the team was averaging less than 4,000 fans a 
game. 


Axelson thought more people would show up to see 


the Bulls because they were contending for the division 
lead and in the same division as the Kings. 


Several interested Omahans then pointed out to 


Axelson that the Kings had no one in Nebraska doing 
promotion work on a fulltime basis. The Kings congenial 
general manager agreed that some more promotional 
work should be done in Omaha. 


As a result the Kings drew crowds of 6,931, 9,736, 9,- 


536, 7,896 and 8,057 in their last five games in Omaha. 
Axelson said that big crowds were expected for Boston 
(9,736) and Milwaukee (9,536) regardless of promotion 
because the teams are drawing top crowds everywhere 
the\ play. 


What really pleased Axelson was the 7,896 who 


turned out to see Baltimore the same night the Nebraska 
State Boys High School Basketball Tournament was in 
progress in Lincoln and the 8,057 who came for last-place 
Portland. 


Promotion To Continue 


"We feel we'll do better next year with continued 


promotion." Axelson said The exact number of games 
the Kings will play in Omaha won't be known for quite 


time.

bunch of guys," Fuerst said.

Basketball laurels are not an 


unfamiliar time to the Chub- 
byville players. 


Fuerst, 38, is the oldest 


player on the squad. Although he 
was only 5-6V2 and 126 pounds 
when a freshman at Midland 
College, he started all four years 
and received all .conference 
honors his final two years. 


Dennis Siefkes. an all-state 


college performer at Wayne 
State this season, and Jerry 
Willis. Kearney State guard, are 
the newest additions to the 
squad. 


The roster includes two 


former Nebraska layers, Al 
Nissen and Bob Gratopp, and 
nine former state college per- 
formers. 


"It's hard to get away from it 


(basketball)," said Nissen, who 


is a zoology major at Nebraska 
and plans to attend medical 
school next year. "I played 
basketball in Italy last year and 
after I came back I found it very 
enjoyable to continue playing 
with Chubbyville." 


"It's a good thing to keep up 


with," said Gratopp, the 10th all- 
time leading scorer at Nebraska 
who now works for a Lincoln in- 
surance firm. "They're a great 
group of guys and it would be 
hard to give up playing." 


Fred Dandridge, however, has 


a different reason for playing 
with Chubbyville. 


"I had a tryout with the 


Virginia Squires last summer," 
Dandridge said. "I made the se- 
cond cut but then I injured my 
knee. I plan to try out with the 
Kansas City-Omaha Kings this 
August and playing with Chub- 
byville has helped me to become 
a basketball quarterback." 


The Chubbyville team, which 


has won eight of nine city 
tourneys and two of three state 
meets, was originated in 1964. 
Fuerst and Al Maxey, former 
Nebraska player who was 
sidelined by injury earlier this 
season, are the only original 
players remaining. 


"We originally had a lot of 


football players on our roster in- 
cluding such individuals as Tom 
Osborne, Frank Patrick and 
Freemen White," Fuerst said. 
"But a few years ago, we 
decided to recruit players from 
state colleges and Nebraska to 
enhance our chances of success 
in tournaments." 


Fuerst points to a number of 


rules outlawed in high school 
and college as making AAU 
basketball more exciting. 


"The dunk is allowed and the 


zone defense is not," he said. 
"With the 30-second clock, the 


fans get to see a pro style of play 
and they seem to enjoy it." 


Fuerst describes himself as 


general manager, coach, trainer, 
player and general handyman 
for the team. 


"My wife (Carol) even washes 


the uniforms." Fuerst said. "My 
two daughters (8-year-old Cori 


and 6-year-old Amy) are our 
cheerleaders. 


"We had to scrap a trip to 


Disnevland because we won the 
right to attend the regionals by 
winning the state meet." he 
added "If they had known what 
would happen if we won. they 
would probably have rooted for 
us to lose "

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Fairbury's Siegel Trims Choices To Five Schools

Marquette, Kentucky, Notre 


Dame, Kansas or Nebraska. 


In a little more than five 


months, Fairbury's Bob Siegel 
will attend one of those schools 
to play basketball. 


The 6-5 three-time all-stater, 


Nebraska's biggest prep basket- 
ball superstar since the fabled 
Fred Hare of Omaha Tech more 
than a decade ago, announced 
Tuesday night-that he has 
trimmed his choices to five from 
a list of 270. 


"I hope to visit all five cam- 


puses and make my decision by 
mid-April," related Siegel, who 
cut five schools — Southern Cal, 
Utah, Brigham Young, North 
Carolina and South Carolina — 
out of his plans over the 
weekend. 
> 


"I had to cut the list down. It 


was getting ridiculous," 
said 


Siegel. "I fielded 17 phone calls 
from recruiters within four 
hours Monday night." 


The calls ranged from Los 


Angeles (the assistant coach at 
UCLA) to Maryland. 


Siegel, the second leading 


scorer in Nebraska prep basket- 
ball history with 2,337 points, 
says his college prospects have 
become a game with some peo- 
ple "smiling and trying to guess 
where I'm leaning. I know peo- 
ple will be surprised where I end 
up. 


"I can be as good as I want to 


be," says the confident Siegel. "I 
have all the tools. If I don't make 
it, it's one guy's fault — my 
own." 


Siegel believes he can become 


a starter at Marquette, Kentucky 
or Notre Dame by his 
sophomore season. He can 


visualize himself as a starter at 
Kansas or Nebraska as a 
freshman. 


"There are a lot of things 


wrong with my game that may 
need more seasoning. But that 
doesn't bother me," said Siegel. 


"My biggest problem is 


defense. I have to learn to make 
it one of the best parts of my 
game," he adds. "In high school, 
I've been bigger and when the 
competition is not up to your 
own, you just don't play defense 
belly-to-belly like you should. 
Defense is easy if your mind is 
ready for it. 


"I need some fundamental, 


work, too," says Siegel. "I have 
to know the game better — when 
and who to hit and when to cut. 
But I'll get there." 


Siegel says he's impressed 


with the large sellout crowds 
drawn by Kansas, Marquette, 
Kentucky and Notre Dame. The 
only poor facility in which to 
play, he notes, is Nebraska's 
Coliseum. 


Marquette has told Siegel that 


"I could be a star. Al McGuire's 
seen me in person and he doesn't 
lie. He was one of the first to 
offer an automatic sholarship. 
He offers all his seniors three to 
four pro tryouts. He gets it on 
paper and sticks to it. 


"I might not start my first 


year if I would go there, but it 
would probably be worth it," 
says Siegel. "I might be able to 
work in right away at Kentucky. 
It may have that potential like 
Nebraska and Kansas." 


If Kansas should land Siegel's 


talents, he may attend the same 


school as his older brother Tom, 
who came to Nebraska last fall 
on a full football scholarship. 


Tom, 
however, became dis- 


enchanted in the layoff last 
season while concentrating on 
scholastic work and subsequent- 
ly transferred to Fairbury Junior 
College. 


"He didn't get treated very 


well. They (Nebraska) acted like 
he wasn't around just because he 
wasn't playing." Bob says of his 
brother. 


"Well, Kansas found out there 


was talent like that laying 
around in Fairbury," relates 
Bob, "and Gale Savers is coming 
up here to talk to Tom. I expect 
him to be playing there next 
fall." 


There had 


that Bob 


been speculation 


was favoring Kansas 


State, a close drive from Fair- 
bury, for his basketball future. 


"I would, too, if Chuck 


Garrett, their assistant coach, 
was the head coach," says 
Siegel. "I've enly met coach 
(Jack) Hartman once and you 
play for the head coach, not the 
assistant. I know coach Hartman 
is quiet, but I would have to 
know more about the guy." 


K-State, however, may land 


the other half of Nebraska's 
primary recruiting target in 6-6 
Sidney senior Rick Seidel. 


In a weekend development, K- 


State contacted Seidel and ap- 
parently is making a scholarship 
bid. Seidel had been considered 
a certain Nebraska catch until K- 
State entered the picture.

WASHINGTON (AP) — Rep 


Wilbur D. Mills. D-Ark.. 
recommended Wednesday that 
Congress grant President Nixon 
broad powers to conduct trade 
negotiations and retaliate when 
others discriminate against U. S. 
goods or flood this country's 
markets with their products. 


But Mills, chairman of the 


House Ways and Means Com- 
mittee which originates all 
foreign trade bills, stopped well 
short of advocating a wholly free 
hand for the executive. Congress 
should be consulted regularly 
during negotiations and in some 
instances should have the last 
word, he said 


Mills, who rarely speaks in the 


House except when he is 
handling a committee bill, gave
